STRICKLAND, Sir Roger,—after having ferved as 
lieutenant of the Saphire in 1661, the Crown in 1662, 
and the Providence in 1663, was in 1665 raifed to the 
command of the Hamborough Merchant, and foon after- 
wards removed into the Rainbow: early in the enfu- 
ing {pring he was again removed into the Sanéta Maria 
of forty-eight yuns. He commanded this thip duri 
the remainder of the Dutch war, and was prefent at bot! 
the great actions which took place in the year 1666. 
‘The early part of this gentleman's naval fervice is not 
graced with any exploit or anecdote fufficiently memor- 
able to menit recording, or relating. We haye nothing to 
infert but a dull repetition of promotions and removals*, 
till the battle of Solcbay; at which period we find him 
commanding the Plymouth, a {hip to which he had been 
jult*before appointed. The Henry, commanded by cap- 
tain Digby, having fallen into the hands of the enemy 
after her commander was killed, was re-taken and brought 
fafe into port by captain Strickland. For this very meri~ 
torious piece of fervice we find him rewarded with the 
command of hert. This premotion he highly merited, 
not fo much on account of the applaufe due to him for 
having refcued fo noble a fhip from the enemy, but for the 
very fignal and gallant manner in which he behaved in the 
battle abovementioned between the Englith and Dutch 
fleets on the 28thof May 1673. Prince Rupert withheld not 
from him that praife he had fo honeltly deferved, a pane-

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gyric which refleéts the higheft honour on his highnefs's 
candour and attention to defert, when we confider it was 
beftowed on aman, for whofe party and principles he is 
known to have entertained the ftrongeft ke. This 
and his fubfequent conduét in the two following actions 
which took place before the clofe of the fecond Dutch war, 
procured him the honour of knighthood. In 1674 he 
was appointed, by king Charles the Second, to command 
the Dragon, and fent on a three year's {tation into the 
Mediterranean. He arrived from thence, having a fleet 
of merchant fhips under his convoy, on the 18th of Oc~ 
tober 1677, and was, on the sth of November following, 
removed into the Centurion; and again, on the roth of 
December, into the Mary. He failed about the middle 
of March for the Streights ; and on the rit of April, be-* 
ing in company with captain Herbert in the Rupert, fell 
in with a very large Algerine corfair, mounting forty but 
capable of fighting fifty-four guns. “The Rupert engaged 
her finely for a confiderable time before the Mary could 
alfo clofe: but a breeze of wind at laft {pringing up, 
fhe was enabled to come to the affiftance tbe confort, 
and having laid the Algerine on board, quickly carried 
her. On the rgth of February.1677-8, having {till con- 
tinued in the Mediterranean, he was appointed rearsad- 
miral of the fect on that flation, under the chief command 
of fir John Narborough, On the 14th of January 
1678-9, by dieetston of iir John, he removed his flag on 
board the Briftol; and returning to Europe foon after- 
wards, was fent to cruife at the entrance of the Channel, 
to watch the motions of the French, with whom a rup- 
ture was then expected. But it does not appear that on 
his return to Europe he continued to be employed as a 
flag officer. On the 23d of March 1684-5, he was ap- 
inted, by king James the Second, to command the 
iftol ; and on the 26th of Auguft 1686 was difpatched, 
in company with captain Neville in the Crown, and cap- 
tain Ridley in the Garland, to Algiers. On the 4th of 
July 1687 he was ‘appointed vice-admiral, undes the duke 
of Grafton, of the Bet fent to convoy the queen of Por- 
tugal to Lifbon ; and on the 3oth o! following

A 
fingularly unhappy fituation, is that man in, whole 
fidelity to one becomes treafon to the other. Sir Roger, 
connected flrongly with his prince, as well by his religious 
manctples as by the ties of gratitude and neceffary i- 
ence, hefitated not a moment in ftaking both his reputa- 
tion and his life againit the common voice of his coun- 
trymen, and the honeft murmurs of thofe lefs loyal 
{pirits he was appointed to command. The cla~ 
mour of the multitude prevailed againft the hand of 
power; for on his rathly attempting, in compliment to 
the king, to introduce the exercife of the Catholic reli- 
gion on board the fleet; the failors little relifhing the 
innovation, were, with fome difficulty, reftrained by their 
officers from preventing a repetition of a fimilar attack on 
their confciences, by throwing the reverend fathers into the 
fea.

‘The profpect of war vanifhing, 
the further equipment of the fleet was foon put a ftop to, 
Captain Wetwang was not called again into fervice till 
the 2a1ft of June 1679, when he was appointed to the 
command of the Northumberland, a new third rate juft 
before launched at Briftol. He brought her round to. 
Spithead in the month of September following ; and the 
general {tate of peace not rendering her continuing in 
commiffion neceifary, fhe was difmantled and laid up. 
On the 21{t of Oetober following captain Wetwang was 
made captain of the Woolwich: how long he continued 
in this command is not known, but we find he received 
the honour of knighthood on the 20th of November 1680, 
We have fome reafon to believe he quitted the king's 
fervice at or before this time, and entered foon after- 
wards into that of the Ea(t-India company, as we find 
the following article inferted ia the Gazette, No. 2016, 
* Deal, March the 11th, 1684-52. Yeflerday in the 
afternoon arrived in the Downs the Loyal James®, from 
Fort St. George in the Eaft-Indies, haying loft their cap- 
tain, tir John Wetwang, who died after he had been about 
fix weeks in the country.” 

WHATELY, John, and WHATELY, Thomas,— 
two officers of the fame furname, are faid to have com- 
manded the Zealand fircthip in 1665.

He was fent in the month of Augult, 
under the orders of captain J. Holmes, in the Diamond, 
to protect the outward-bound fleet to the Streights, Be- 
ing promoted carly in the following year to the Antelope, 

was appointed commodore of the convoy fent with a 
large feet of merchant fhips *to Hamburgh. On his 
paffage thither he fell in with eleven fail of Dutch mer- 
chant (lips, under the proieétion of two thips of war, ane 
‘of thirty-two, the otherof eight guns. “Iwo of the mer- 
chart fhips, and the fmaller of the men of war, were 
taken, the reft EeS ray in confequence of the Antelope’s 
having unfortunately Sprung her fore-top-maft in the 
chacc. Before the fleet put to fea in the enfuing {pring, 
under the command of prince Rupert, be was promoted 
to the Warfpight, a third mte of fixty-four guns, but did 
not long coutinue 9 enjoy his new appointment, bein, 
unforunately killed in the petty aétion t which tool 
place between prince Rupert and De Ruyter on the 4th 
of June 1673. The live of a commander fhould always 
be confidered as the property of his country, fo that we 
ought only lament in general terms the fate of the brave 

fon who falls in the hour of victory and in the a& of 
immortalizing his name ; but we fhould doubly mourn the 
fall of that, perhaps equally brave man, who falls a vidim 
to a conflict, fcarcely remembered by any other circum~ 
ftance than that event.

WHITY, 
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WHITY, John, — commanded the Vanguard in

WILKINSON, Robert,—was appointed commander 
of the Charity in 1665, foon atter the commencement of 
the firit Dutch war. “He had the misfortune to be the 
only commander captured by the Dutch, under Opdam, 
at the time they received thir very fignal defeat from the 
duke of York. As the account of this accident has been 
given in the Life of captain Jofeph Sanders, who com~ 
manded the John and Abigail, which thip, though at one 
time almolt in the fame danger with the Charity, fortu- 
nately efvaped; it is needlefs to fay more of it, than that 
although captain Wilkinfgn does not appear to have 
been fn any degree culpable, it was, inall pekabo, the 
caufe why he was not called again into fervice till the 
commencement of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, when 
he was trade lieutenant of the Dragon, and fuon after~ 


“wards was removed into the Newcattle. He does not 


appear to have been fuccefsful in his endeavours to reine 
ftate himfelf in the favour of thofe who were in high 
command, for we find nothing farther relative to him, 
except that he was appointed by king Charles, on the 
goth of April 1687, firit lieutenant of he Royal Cathe- 


rine. 

WILLOUGHBY, Thomas,—was made commander 
of the Portfmouth ketch in 1665. Early in the year 
4667 he failed for the Welt-Indies under the command 
of fir John Harman, and was unfortwnately killed in the 
attack on Surinam, towards the clofe of the fame ycar.

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WYLD, Charles, — was made commander of the 
Baltimore, hired thip of war, in 1665; of the Centurion 
im 1666; and of the Affurance in 1670. In the month 
of Auguft he was fent to the Streights under the orders of 

ain, afterwards fir Robert Robinfon, of the Green~ 
wich. In the year 1672 he commanded the Briftol. 
Soon after he was appointed to this thip he was fent, in 
ompany with captain Herbert of the Cambridge, to re- 
banvitre and watch the motions of the Dutch. On the 
22d of July they fell in with the enemy's Eaft-India fleet 
about twelve leagues to the wetward of Heyligelandt; 
bat the wind blowing fo freth that the Briftol could not 
fur ont her lower ticr, they were obliged to give up the 
conte and haw! their wind, after having very bravely en- 
gaged, for fome hours,the whole Dutch fleet, which confift- 
ed of ten large (hips, four fly-boats, and three galliots. On 
his return he was promoted to the Triumph, a fecond 
rate. Fn the following year he was made commander of 
the Centurion. From this time till the 7th of January 
3677-8, he had_no farther appointment. He was then 
fomde, by king Charles the Second, captain of the Mary 
Rofe. On the 15th of April 1678, he was, probably on 
br ar of a rupture with ances romoted to the 
St. Michael : and laftly, on the 2d of June 2683, was

ALBEMARLE, George Monk, Duke of, —* was the 
fecond fon of fir Thomas Monk of Potheridge, in the 
county of Devon, knight, where his family had, for many 
ages, flourithed in a knightly degree, and had, by mare 
“riages into great and worthy families, continued the fame, 
more particularly his grace’s great-grandmother, was one 
of the daughters and coheirelles of Arthur Plantagenet, 
vifcount Lille, natural fon to king Edward the Fourth, by 
Elizabeth his wife, daughter and héirefs of Edward Gray, 
vifcount Lifle, whofe muther Elizabeth was grandchild and 
heire(s of John Talbot, vifcount Lifle, by Margaret his wife, 
eldeft daughter and coheirefs of Richard Beauchamp, earl 
of Warwick, by which marriage a great acceflion of 
noble blood, and arms, accrued to this moft ancient 
Such is the heraldic account given of this moft 

ious perfonage, in the certificate of hiv funeral. He 

was bern on the 6th of Decémber 1608. Being trom his 
very birth intended, by his father, for the army, he re- 
ceived the education ainble to fuch deftination; and, as 
has been elfewhere remarked, “ gave proof of his capacity for 
“the profeffion of arms, when he ptr fearce she Bae ps 
‘There are no more certain indigations of the future pro- 
enfities of the mind, nor more indifputable tokens of 
Padding greatnefs, than thofe carly tranfaétions of life, 
when youth, difdaining the reftraint afterwards impofed 
by prudence, experience, and encrealing years, aéts with- 
out that bias, and attention to propriety, which matks and 
conceals the natural inclination ot age and gravity. An 
anecdote related of him by Campbell, as it is too tiogsuir 
and chara@eriftic to be omitted, is a very forcible i}luftra- 
tion of the truth of this remark. His Dther, fir Thomas 
Monk, defeended from an anceftry long celebrated for 
their antiquity and greatnefs, though not for their parfi- 
mony, inherited an extenfive domain mortgaged and de~ 
Spoiled, till divelted of the profit and income attached to 
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it; the honour alone remained, rather as a difs ible me- 
mento to the poffeffor than as the fupport of that grandeur 
and magnificence he was the nat inheritor of, but for 
the too wild extravagance of his forefathers. Thus was he 
fituated, when the Brogrels of king Charles the Firft to 
Plymouth, to infpect the preparations making there for a 
war with Spain, roufed all that loyalty for which his 
been ever diftinguithed, and induced him, 
atthe hazard of his liberty, to appearamong the fore- 
molt of thofe who thould pay their duty to their fovereign. 
‘To guard, however, as much as poflible, againit difgrace, 
he previoufly difpatched his fon George, to the theriff of 
the county, with a very confiderable prefent, entreating his 
otection from affront, and that he would forbear to arreft 
perfon during the time he fhould attend the king; for, 
except on that occafion, he had ever been in the habit of 
confining himfelf, preferring a voluntary imprifonment 
within the walls of his own caftle, to a compulfive re- 
ftraint laid on his liberty at the pleafure of a mercilefs 
creditor purfuing him for a demand which he had been, 
in no degree, acceffary to the caufe of. The theritf re- 
ceived the prefent, and, with the greateft readinefs, pro- 
mifed to grant his requeft. But having, unluckily for his 
own honour, received a prefent of much greater value 
from one who had a confiderable demand upon fir Thomas, 
forgetful of his folemn promife, he arrelted him in the 
face of the whole county. George Monk, who had been 
the bearer of the douceur, wtih his father mult have 
raifed at no {mall inconvehience to himfelf, feeling him- 
felf highly irritated as well at the breach of honour in one 
party, ‘as at the infult fo publicly offered his father and his 
lamily on the other hand, began, at firft, with fimple ex- 
poftulation only to the miferable author of it; but pro- 
Ceeding foon to greater violence, he infi&ed fo rigid a 
chaitifement as left the theriff unable to purfue the {pirited 
punither of his infamous delinquency. An ad fo public, 
and at the fame time, from its being a violation of the 
Taw, fo unjuflifiable in its nature, neceflarily compelli: 
the young hero to withdraw, he entered on boar: 
one of the fhips in the fleet which foon afterwards failed 
under the command of lord Wimbleton. He was at this 
time 
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time feventeen years old; and after having been a volunteer 
in the feveral naval expeditions * which took place in the 
interim, went over to Holland in the year 1628, where 
he ferved, firft in the regiment commanded by the earl of 
Oxford, and afterwards in that of the lord Goring, who 
was fo pleafed with his general conduct, that, a fhort 
time afterwards, he made him captain lieutenant of his 
own company. In this ftation he was prefent at feveral 
fieges ads engagements, eT no opportunity of ace 
quiring a thorough knowledge of his profeffion, and fig- 
_ nalizing himlelf by his valour. But having, unluckily, 
fallen into fome difputes with the magiftratesof Dort, where 
he was ftationed in winter quarters, on account of their 
b having punithed one of his foldicrs for an offence, which 
captain Monk thought properly cognizable only before a 
court-martial t+, he withdrew from that fervice rather 
in difguit, When he arrived in England he found it in 
the greateft confulion, torn to pieces by the violence of 
contending parties, and recently involved in a fpecies of 
civil war with Scotland. Monk etelRng a fpirit too 
a@ive to remain dormant at fuch a crifis, accepted a 
commiffion as lieutenant-colone! in the army, fent under 
the command of the earl of Newport, for the purpofe of 
cruffiing that commotion. “The rejection of his advice 
is faid, by Skinner, to have been among the principal 
caufes why that war ended fo much to the difadvantage of 
Charles as it did. In 1641, when the Irith rebellion firft 
burit forth, he was appointed, through the intereft of the 
carl of Leicetter, his coufin, ap that time lord lieutenant, 
to command his regiment; and had it not been for the 
jealous interference of the earl of Ormond, would have

been 7 governor of Dublin. He returned to 
Be in 1643, and repairing to the king at Oxford, 
known tohim much ill ufage which he had ex 
rienced during his continuance in Ireland. His majehy, 
asa for this treatment, appointed him major- 
of the Trith brigade ; but being foon afterwards 
unfortunately furprifed by {ir Thomas Fairfax, he was 
fent, with feveral other officers taken at the fame time 
with him, prifoner to Hull, from whence he was, in a 
time, removed to the Tower, where he remained in 
confinement many years. During this time he is faid to 
have experienced much dijtrefs, occafioned by the nar- 
rownefs of his circumftances; as fome alleviation to 
which, king Charles fent him an hundred pounds ; an act 
‘of generofity, confidering the poverty of his own finances, 
highly honourable to the king, and at the fame time 
ftrongly expreffive of the high opinion he entertained both 
of the fervices and attachment of general Monk. At 
ei ge in the year 1646-7, after the defeat at Nafeby, 
feveral misfortunes which followed it, had occa- 
fioned almoft the annihilation of the royal party and ruin 
of its caufe, Monk recovered his liberty through the in- 
tereft of his relation, lord L'Iile, whom the parliament 
had juft before appointed to tht government of Irelénd. 
He embarked with his patron for that kingdom, but 
quickly returned from thence with him, in confequence 
of a difference between his lordihip and the marquis of 
Ormond. He returned, however, only to revilit it, in a 
higher command than he bad ever yet attained, for the 
leading men in parliament had too much perfpicuity and 
good fenfe to fuifer abilities fo extenfive, as Monk's, to 
remain inactive and unferviceable to them. They ac- 
cordingly foon fent him back to Ireland, commander- 
in-chief of the Englith forces in the north, where he foon 
fignalized him(elf by taking, in conjunction with colonel 
Jones and fir Charles Coote, moft of the principal holds, 
polfeffed by the Irith in that part of the kingdom. But 
the action which moft contributed to raife his fame, and 
lay the foundation of that reputation he afterwards fo 
juitly acquired, was the furprize of Carrickfergus, the 
rincipal, and, indeed, only polt of confequence in pof- 
Fetfon of the Scot's troops; an advantage of the utmoft 
confequence 
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confequence to the caufe of the parliament, as, at the very 
time it took place, major-general Monroe was pais 
to pals over to Scotland in order to join a confideral 
ly colle€ted there by his brother, fir George; a junc- 
tion which, had it taken place, might have rendered the 
reduétion of that country a tafk of infinite difficulty. This 
fignal fervice raifed himn at once very high in the opinion 
of parliament, which immediately voted him a letter of 
thanks; and, as a more convincing mark of favour, a 
+ prefent of five hundred pounds. He was alfo, as an ad- 
itional reward, appointed governor of Carrickfergus. 
he difficulties he had to encounter in his command 
were fuch as would have been infurmountable by a 
moderate capacity. But the abilities of Monk were 
of a nature not to be fettered by the oppofition of 
his foes, or want of proper fupport from his friends. 
Compelled to carry on a war without moncy, or any of 
thole refources which are deemed jts very finews, he con 
trived, neverthelefs, to reduce O'Neil almoft to the laft 
extremity, by depriving him of every means of fublifting 
his army; deftroying what he had it not in his power to 
remoye. Had it not been,therefore, for the very exten~ 
five and almoft unparalleled defertion which prevailed in 
his army, as foon as it received the news of the king’s 
murder, there cannot be a doubt but that the war would have 
*been terminated in a manner confonant to the withes of 
the moft fanguine of the Diigo This 
unexpected event, detelted, it generally was, by 
his foldiers, deprived him of the power of continuing the 
war any longer, even on the defenfive. In this dilemma 
Monk had recourfe to the ftep mot likely to prevent the 
total annihilation of the parliament's intereits in that 
page vee by cues Bae a ene with an enemy be 
could no lon; ofe, preferved the if remains 
hin army fonfoune Service which dhould either be lefs 
fraught with obitacles, or should meet with better fupport. 
It is always difficult, if not impotlible, for a general to 
attach applaufe, or even favour, to ill fuccefs. The misfor- 
tune alone is never thought a fufficient punifhment for 
the crime of being unfortunate, uniefs cenfure accompany 
it alfo. On Monk's return to id his condu&l was 
immediately made the fubje of difcutlion in the houfe 
Vou. I. ce) of 
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of commons, which, though it could not juftify condemn- 
ing, or even cenfuring, a mesfure which neceffity had 
induced, thought proper to obliquely itigimatife it with 
fuch a reprimand * as, it is atferted by fore, the gener] 
never forgave Tht: event took place in the yeur 1£ 4. 
And it js remarked by Campbel, tha’ Monk, being now 
out of all employment, wou!s have been mifsably Mrait- 
ened in his circumftances, had got the death of his elder 
Brother, abou! the fame time, opened to him the polfef- 
fion of the fumily eltate. iss tiuctivity was not of long 
Wurauon. In the year 165e, Crom: oli hoving taken 
upon him the command of the army in Scatland, ap- 
pointed Monk colonel of a regiment, formed of tix 
companies drawn out of fit Arti ur Halicrig’s, and fix out 
of colonel Fenwick's, and io fecure him ftill more 
MriQly in his imterelt, mace him licutenant-gencral of be 
ordimice. The choice made by Cromwell on this occafion 
is among thofe acts which do fo much credit to his pene- 
tration, and judgment, and mark him as fo able a dif- 
cerner of thofe abilities in others which he judged moit 
likely to further his own purfuits. Cromwell himfelf, 
though a commander of the moft acknowledged ability, 
had, neverthelefs, fuifered hintrelf to be in a great mgafure 
forrounded by the Scots near Dunbar. ‘To continue in 
the pofition he then was, became impoflible; to retreat 
was dangerous; and to attack the enemy appeared, from 
the advantages of their fituation, hazardous in the extreme, 
Tn this dilemma he confylted Monk, who not only ad- 
vifed an immediate attack, but at the fame time offered 
to lead the van him(clf. The advice was pusfued, and 
his offer accepted. “The fuccefs is known to all. Thus

he is engaged. Cromwell having in the enfuing fummer 
been obliged to follow the Scot's army, and the king to 
England, lieutenant-general Monk was left chief in 
command in Scotland, the principal part of which he 
reduced before the end Of the campaign , and, in particu- 
lar, the town of Dundee. On the conqueft of this place 
he is reported to have fullied, by a wanton cruclty*, the 
“glory he had earned, infomuch that he rendered himfelf 
terrible to the royalilts, and odious even to his new 
+ aflociates. There are fome who endeavour, not with 
much propriety we muil confefs, to palliate this unufual 
adt, by allerting, that every cruelty exercifed by Monk, 
againil the Scots, was oceafioned by his with of avenging 
the treafon they hed, as a nation, committed againft the 
late king. Perhaps the exeufic: may leave the character of 
the general in a worfe fituation than it found it: and if no 
more juititiable motive could be adduced in his defence, 
his memory would have fuffered lefs by permitting this to 
be treated as a fudden ayd violent act of indefenfible 
paflidh, than by endeavouring to take off any part of the 
fligma by introducing into the charadter of fo great a 
man fuch qualities as an unjultifiable + premeditated re~ 
evenge, and a remorfelefs eruclty that would difgrace even

Monk i 
have inftantly covered the body with his cloal 
ing urged and encouraged his men to do their duty, order- 
ed.the body to be removed into the cabin with as much 
coolnefs and prefence of mind as though the event, which 
had jutt before taken place, had been one of the moit 
common and ordinary occurrences of life. “The engage- 
ment, after having continued two days, ended at lalt in a 
complete victory on the part of the Englith. The feady 
intrepidity exhibited by Monk on this occafion, raifed 
him {till higher in the opinion of Cromwell, to the main- 
tenance of whofe authority the brilliant actions of thofe 
commanders, who fought under his aufpices, did not a 
little contribute.

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commander, Van Tromp, was killed about noon a 
mutket fhot: but they continned to defend themfelves 
with much bravery till about two o'clock, when they be- 
gn to fall into diforder, and foon after to fly in the 
urmoft confufion. In this engagement ®, which lafted 
eight hours, the Dutch loft not fewer than five or fix- 
and-twenty fhips. The conduét of Monk on this occa- 
fion was fo highly efteemed by Cromwell, that the par- 
liament, by his direction, voted him a gold chain, which 
Cromwell himfelf put round his neck, on the 25th of 
‘Auguitt following, at a great fealt given by the city; and 
thongh the natural modelty of Monk would have induced 
lim to have foregone fuch a mark of diftin@ion, Crom. 
well obliged hitn to wear it all dinner time. ‘The parlia- 
ment, as it Was {till called, was now completely modelled 
according to the with of the protector; but it, notwith- 
iandiny, received’ Monk with fo much artention and refpea, 
that Cromwell is faid to have been jealous of his growing 
power, tll he difcovered by his converfation, that how- 
high Je might ftand in their's, they were, in Ais opinion, as 
was really the cafe $, nothing better than a miferable 
herd of fanatics. The knowhelve of this opinion per= 
fectly gonciliated the affectfons of Cromwell, who re- 
ceived Monk into his molt feeret councils, notwithftand~ 
ing his open and avowed dilapprobation of the peace, 
which was then on the point of being made with the 

Jutch. Cromwell ailumed the protectorfhip foon after- 
wards ; and finding the government of three kingdoms 
too troublefome and laborious for any fingle ects be- 
gan to think of galing himfelf from part of that weight 
and pretiure of power, by appointing deputies to two of 
them. Scotland was allotted to Monk, who readily un- 
dertaking fo great a charge fet off for Edinburgh in the

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month of April 1654. On his arrival he found that 
kingdom in the molt defperate {tate of confufion poflible. 
The army reduced fo much in its numbers as to be in 
an unferviceable fate; and the few foldiers who remain- 
ed inclining to mutiny, through the total negledl of 
all fubordination and proper government. “Ihe com- 
mand of it had been left with a colonel Deane, a man of 
irrefolution, and totally incapable of conducting it, with 
any effet, much lefs was he able to reftore order in fo 
critical a fituation. The people were divided into num- 
berlefs factions; and a very confiderable part of thofe, 
who from their influence or wealth poffefied the greateft 
power, {till continued in arms forthe Aine: ‘The approach 
of Monk, like the fin newly rifen, quickly chaced away 
the clouds that threatened to obfeurehispomer. By carefully 
mingling temperance and lenity with feverily 5 by politi~ 
cally encouraging a mutual diftrult * among the leaders of 
the royalifts; and, above all, by judicioully ftationing 
fufficient garrifons in thofe parts of the country which 
were moll difatfeted, he ficceeded in quickly accom- 
plithing the complete sedugtion and fubordination of the 
whole agica. The war being concluded, he fixed his 
refidence at the houfe of the counicfs of Buccleugh, near 
Edinburgh ; ard exhibited the fingular inftance, of a man 
polfeiled of all the power the moft defpotic monarch in 
the univerfe could have wifhed for, living with all the’ 
moderation attached to the {tation of a private gentleman, 
The government of the kingdom, in civil matters, was 
entrul to a committee of fix perfons, nominated by 

Cromwell, under the title of a council of*ftate. Monk 
having, as well by his influence as his prudence, fecured 
to himfelf the acquiefvence of a majority in every thing 
he did or provoked; may be faid, with propriety, to have 
been as abfolute, within the limits of ‘his deputed go-_ 
vernment, as Cromwell, the fountain from whence tie 
authority flowed, was in his, This difference alone ex- 
ifled in the minds of their /udjeels—one wes ever obeyed 
‘on the genuine principles of love and gratitude, for the

exhibited that moderation fo ftrongly charaéteriftic of a 
great_ mind, contenting himfelf with only removing 
thofe who fought to deffecy him. Inftead of fecking to 
infli& Viired he was mild and humane enough to 
refer fending them to England, and by thefe means taking 
from his affaffins, in intention, the opportunity of incur- 
ring, in future, the penalties that would have attended the 
ion of their fanguinary fcheme. “The death of 
well produced no immediate alteration in the con- 
duét of Monk. We may infer, from a multitude of 
concurring circum({tances in his life, that he was naturally 
attached to royalty, and the form of kingly government; 
fo'that the affit.nce and fupport given by him to Oliver, 
is to be confidered as an act of neceffity, to which he was 
reludtantly compelled, rather than asa meafure he enter- 
ed into through choice and inclination. Confidering the 
complexion of the times, the fury of party, the general 
and mutual diftruft of cach other, that pervaded all ranks 
of people, and, above all, the terror induced by the weight 
of Cromwell's influence and authority; he wifely fore- 
faw, that refiftance would inevitably produce the annihila- 
tion of that fmall and reduced party which ftill continued 
to fmother, in their bofoms, the fire of loyalty and affec- 
tion for the Houfe of Sart, warming themfelves with 
the hope that the embers would, in time, acquire ftrength 
and heat fufficient to rekindle that fpirit, which feverity 
and oppreffion had lowered, indeed, but could not totally 
extinguith, Monk prudentially, therefore, yielded to the 
tide of power ; and, by a temporary oppofition to the 
catife of royalty, through which condué he acquired the 
unlimited. confidence of its encmies*, he rcndered himfelf 
capable of effecling its bloodlefs re-eftablifhment. The 
hour of aétion was not yet arrived; and to have attempted

continued, nm thelefs, to render him every affiftance, as 
well by his advice, as by keeping Scotland, where he ftill 
continued to command, quiet, and in fubjeétion. Politicians 
might have expeéted the depofition of Richard would be the 
fignal of that revolution which was to effect the reftoration 
of kingly government in the perfon of Charles the Second: 
much, however, {till remained to be done, before it would 
become proper for Monk to throw off the mafk and unyeil 
his whole defign, The obftacles he had to contend with 
were numerous; the props, the fupporters of his enter= 
prife, few and inconfiderable, derived more from the re- 
fources of his own great mind than the more feeble aid of 
followers and coadjurors. When we recur, for a moment, 
to the number of difficulties he had toencounter, and {till 
more, fhould we reficét on the nature of them, we might, 
werg the period of this trasfaction further removed, con- 
fider its hiftory rather as the fertile and ingenious produc- 
tion of romantic fancy than as a faét ferioufly tranfmitted 
to pofterity by the pen of the hiftorian. He had to con- 
tend with a Veteran army, of thirty thoufand men, long 
ufed to victory, and commanded by Lambert, an officer 
of confiderable experience and'ability, who poffeffed their 
entire, unlimited confidence. He had to win over to hi: 
party, and opinion, thofe who had formerly deftr 
monarchy, and erected’ republicanifm on its ruins; and 
he was, through their means, to effeét the reftoration 
of that very form of government they had themfelves 
fubverted. ‘* He was,” to ule Campbell's words, “ to 
reftore a caufe, loft in the opinion even of its trueft 
friends; a caufe, which he himfelf dare not fo much as 
own any attachment to; acaufe, which he himlelf had 
done much againft, and the troops he commanded more.” 
‘The means by which he was to overcome thefe numerous 
and i objtacles, were the thattered remains of 
difpirited loyalty, ad = fall bei of Serene, Comte 
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‘of five or fix thoufand men, attached to his perfon and 
eapdiebiic tress ik Setopeece of betas Cee ae 
i in nce of having fought fuc- 
Usfully at their head, and of having ‘ned them with 
moderation.

How it firft originated can only 
be accounted for by fuppofing, which is really the cafe, 
that ranks and offices were not at that time fo permanently 
fixed, ot fo well defined and determined, as they are at 
fent. “The tranfaétion has already been briefiy related 
jn the Life of fir John Harman ®*; and it is one of thofé 
evils to which all biographical’ accounts of perfons, 
conneéted together is the fame line of fervice, muft 
be liable ; that we muft either repeat the fame tranfaAtion, 
not unfrequently three or four times over, or do a manifeft 
injultice to the memory of the perfon who was, perhaps, 
the principal charaéter in it. Mr. Lamming was, as it 
has already obferved, lieutenant of the Henry at the 
‘time of the long and unfortunate aétion between the duke 
of Albemarle and the Dutch in the year 1666. On board 
this thip fir John Harman had hoifted his flag as rear- 
admiral of the blue.

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NARBOROUGH, Sir John,—was defcended from a 
family long fettled in’ the county of Norfolk. Having 
carly in life betaken hinfelf to the fea, he acquired, by 
his unwearied diligence added to extenfive abilities, a ce~ 
Iebrity both as a gallant officer and moft judicious navi- 
gator, which can be equalled only by a few and exceeded 
by none ; he received his firft commiflion as an officer in the 
navy in the beginning of the year 1664, appointing him 
lieutenant of the Portland, from which thip he was Toon 
afterwards removed into the Royal Oak.
